filling anew roads 
only partially 


cleared since Tuesday. 


Trains were delayed, bus lines dis- 


continued, milk delivery to the local 
plant was cut off, the physicians af- 
ter fierce encounters with drifts ear- 
lier in the week hoped fervently that 
nos calls would come in from the 
country, since travel in any form is 
utterly impossible. 


At Shiocton on Wednesday rela- 


tives and friends congregated to at- 
tend the funeral of Lawrence Weber. 
Following a service in. the village 
church the cortege started for the 
cemetery three miles distant, tfce 
casket being carried by a 
sleigh 


drawn by horses. Drifts were en 
countered in which the horses flound- 
ered, fell and had to be extricated 
from their harness and rehitched. 
Soon It became plain that horses 
could not make any headway against 
the hard crusted drifts, and the cas- 
ket was transferred to a stone-boat 
procured from a farmer and the re- 
mainder of the distance to the grave 
was traversed with the strange ve- 
hicle drawn by men.

A. L. Haase, lool observer of the 


United States weather bureau, calls 
this the worst winter since the se- 
vere sleet storms of 1922.

Sir Anthony Hope in 
his most fertile moments of inven- 
tion never excelled what has actu- 
ally happened in the life of Alexan- 
der and his forebears. 


Even Hope and George Barr Mc- 


Cutcheon, when they went out for a 
hero, made him 
of very princely 


birth and origin and of very ancient 
lineage. But the Karageorgeovitch 
dynasty, to which Alexander belongs, 
is the veriest parvenu, the uttermost 
utter new rich among all the royal 
lines of Europe. 


A FIGHTING SWINEHERD 


The founder of the house of Kar- 


ageorgeovitch, in the 
beginning of 


the nineteenth centry, was a simple 
Serbian peasant swineherd. He knew 
a lot about hogs. He was a two-fisted 
fighting he-man 
and he hated the 


Turks who had lorded it over 
his 


country since the battle of Kossovo 
in 1389. 


In 1804, Black George 
gathered 


the peasants together and led them 
in revolt. In four years he almost 
freed his country from the Turks, 
and a native parliament elected him 
hereditary chief and "hospodar" of 
the country. 


SENT HEAD TO SULTAN 


In 1817, Black George was assas- 


sinated by 
Turkish agents in the 


town of Semendria,-— his head being 
sent as a ghastly gift to the Sultan 
in Constantinople.

A rival peasant clan, that of Mol- 


osh Obrenovitch, seized the power In 
1858 
and Peter 
Karageorgevitch, 


grandson of Black Georsrp, spent his 
time abroad as an exile. His son Al- 
exander, the present king, was born 
in 1888. 


The boy was brought up with BO 


expectation of ever holding a throne. 
So Alexander was sent to school in 
Seneva and afterwards went to St. 
Petersburg, 
where he studied law 


and was also in the corps of pages 
at the court of the Czar. 


In 1903, all the civilized world was 


startled by a deed of horrible barbar- 
ity. King Alexander Obrenoviteh and 
his Queen, Draga, were 
the mon-. 


archs of Serbia. But they 
were 


hated because in the game of politi- 
cal cross-purposes played in the Bal- 
kans by the great powers, they fa- 
vored the Austrian side. One night' 
a band of army officers invaded the 
palace in Belgrade and murdered the 
King and Queen in their beds. Peter 
called to the throne.

It was 
only when Bulgaria 
entered the 


war on the side of the Central Pow- 
ers that he knew defeat. His armies 
were attacked from the north by the 
Austrians and from the east by the 
Bulgarians. There then 
began the 


wonderful'retreat through the moun- 
tain fastnesses of Albania in which 
Alexander suffered all the hardships 
of his men.

A SUGGESTION 


Section 69.98. W. S.. permits counties to establish forest 
reserves and to practice forestry thereon, but this cannot 
be done until the county board has been so authorized by 
a vote of the people- at a general election. 


Such county forest reserves will become important fac- 
tors in any scheme of reforestation that may be devised 
and the electors should be encouraged to act promptly in 
authorizing county boards to proceed. There are many 
abandoned, tax-delinquent farms that are not adapted to 
agricultural purposes, but are suitable for forest reserves 
and can be planted to trees at a small cost. It the state 
conservation commission and the counties in which such 
abandoned farms are situated would enter into a cooper- 
ative arrangement whereby the commission will furnish 
the trees and supervise the planting;, while the county 
pays the labor and cost (which should not exceed $4 an 
acre), the expense would be divided so as not to be bur- 
densome. 


The initial appropriations need not exceed $500 for any 
county. This should be sufficient to pay the labor and 
cost of planting from 100 to 120 acres. The expense of 
protecting such areas from fire will be very small if 
they are selected with due care. It requires from 1000 to 
1200 
trees to plant an acre and the total acreage that 
may bo planted annually will depend upon the number 
of young: trees available at the state nursery. This num- 
ber can be increased to meet the demands if the people 
become sufficiently interested and enthusiastic to encour- 
age the planting of larger areas from year to year. 


Much of the planting, may be done by students taking 
courses in agriculture at high schools or teachers' col- 
leges. Their time, during the brief planting 
season, 


•would be well and profitably employed. Classes of junior 
foresters, which are now being organized In many coun- 
ties, might also assist, both in planting and protecting the 
reserves in their vicinities. 


If thirty or forty counties enter upon such a program 
and carry it forward over a period of years a substan- 
tial acreage of cultivated county forests will quickly dis- 
place the present unsightly, abandoned farms and we shaU 
have entered upon an era or real timber conservation. 
After half a century these cultivated forests will be very 
valuable, not only intrinsically but also as a means of re- 
viving and maintaining our valuable wood-working and 
timber-consuming industries. 


These areas may be entered as forest crop lands for 
the benefit of the towns in which they are situated, while 
the income from the timber after it has matured will 
produce a substantial revenue for the county. There arc- 
municipalities in Europe that are said to derive sufficient 
income from their forests to defray all, or nearlv all 
government expenses. 


The first reserves to be established should be located on 
trunk highways wherever this is possible so they may be 
observed the passers-by who will not fail to be impressed 
by the practicability of artificial forestry. 


A joint state and county reforestation program, mod- 
elled after our present highway construction system, car- 
ried on for ten years, on an ascending scale, will com- 
pletely transform our state and thereafter no one will 
question the wisdom of appropriating public funds for 
such purposes.

We had the second largest 
nrolhnent in the state last year. There were 52 trad- 
uates. Of this number 22 were tuition students from 
ther counties. Most of the graduates who wilted 
chools have been located. The tuition students ar4 ex- 
pected to go back to the counties that pay their Way. 
This is only fair to the outside counties. It ia also fon- 
idered fairer to. our own resident teachers. While\we 
ecelve some excellent young people from the outsidk to 
rain, we feel that we get better results by having ttu- 
ient teachers from schools in our own county go bach to 
each in the communities from which they come.
